There Is No More Beautiful 
Beach In California 


DTASCADERO BEACH is three jmiles 
of seashore and sand dunes several hun- 
dred feet wide, with a littoral of half 

a mile, backed by the first range of the Santa 
Lucia mountains. On one side is the fishing 
village of Morro with its bay, dominated 
by Morro Rock which guards the entrance, 
and rises out of the water 576 feet. 

On the other side is the quaint town of 
Cayucos. Through the Beach property runs 
the first link of the new coast military high- 
way, connecting San Luis Obispo with Mon- 
terey. This road is now concrete fifteen 
miles into San Luis Obispo, and together 
with the improved road up Morro Canyon 
to Atascadero, eighteen miles away, offers 
easy communication with all parts of the 
county.

Atascadero Beach will be the first improved 
beach touched by motorists using the new 
coast highway after they leave Carmel. This 
new highway is now being graded and will 
probably be ready for tourists in 1925. When 
it is completed it will be the most wonderful 
scenic highway in the world and will attract 
an immense pleasure travel. The attractive 
setting which Atascadero Beach has, in the 
hollow of Estero Bay, with the Santa Lucia 
Mountains for a background and the near 
views of headlands running out into the ocean, 
differentiates it from those resorts which are

set on the edge of the sea without any beauti- 
ful natural surroundings to relieve the eye.

For three years The Cloisters Inn has 
served the traveler and vacationist in an hos- 
pitable manner, that has gained an enviable 
reputation for its comfortable and homelike 
surroundings. The completion of the two 
roads during 1921 have made it very access- 
ible, and created such a demand for accom- 
modations that a number of cottages had to 
be built for the guests. The Beach is a won- 
derful stretch of sand, sloping off so gently 
into the ocean that there are neither under- 
tow nor currents to interfere with the bath- 
ing. ‘The sand dunes are a delight for the 
children. The broad fields between the 
dunes and the base of the mountains are on 
a bench that sets well above sea-level. Here 
the development of the land for residents

has taken place; so that one may select a 
lot on the bench near the beach, or back 
further in the hills commanding a fine view 
of the ocean. Above the line of the sub- 
divisions, a nine-hole golf course has been 
constructed, overlooking the vast expanse of 
the Pacific, which spreads out between Point 
Buchon and Point Esteros. 


From this you can see that Atascadero 
Beach is quite different from the usual run of

seaside resorts. But it is not alone in its 
natural setting that Atascadero Beach makes 
its appeal; for even though given every na- 
tural advantage, it would be easy to take away 
from them by permitting an improper devel- 
opment. One thinks of a seashore resort as a 
collection of cheap buildings and tents, on 
very small plots of grounds, with an amuse- 
ment center where concessionaires completely 
defeat the beautiful natural impression. Atas-

cadero Beach will never have any of these ob- 
jectionable features. ‘There are restrictions 
which govern the class of buildings which 
may be “erected, exclude any but Caucasians 
from owning land, set aside a definite area for 
business, and prohibit ordinary amusements 
from interfering with a wholesome environ- 
ment. In other words, Atascadero Beach is a 
wholesome place where one may have a sea- 
shore home and leave his family in an environ- 
ment as congenial as that which they enjoy at

New State Highways Make Beach 
Accessible From Everywhere 

The development of the Beach has been 
principally held up waiting for good roads. 
There is now a concrete road as far as Union 
on the Cholame Lateral, which is being grad- 
ed from Union to Cholame during 1922. 
Seventeen miles of this road is being surfaced 
west from Lost Hills, which will leave but 
thirty-five miles of country road from the 
valley highway at Famosa to Paso Robles. 
From the vicinity of Fresno there is an excel- 
lent road used by the stages via Coalinga into 
Paso Robles, or a concrete road to Hanford 
and thence over a country road to connect at 
Cholame with the new lateral. The Atasca- 
dero Estates, in co-operation with the county, 
have built an excellent road from Atascadero 
to Atascadero Beach, through Morro Canyon, 
which cuts off twenty miles that otherwise 
must be driven in going via San Luis Obispo. 


What could be more delightful than own- 
ing a summer home in such attractive sur- 
roundings, where one may have relief from 
the heat of the interior?

Fifteen acres of the Beach subdivision has 
been improved with roads, water and electric 
light. ‘The lots in this section vary in price from 
$7.50 to $12.50 per front foot. Cottages may 
be built through the Home Builders’ Service 
Bureau at Atascadero, varying in price from 
$750 to $2,500. The Home Builders’ Service 
Bureau will supervise the construction. Ar- 
rangements have been made with contractors 
whereby the construction can be pooled so as 
to materially reduce the cost of building. 

You will find Atascadero Beach a pleasant 
place to visit for a week-end, to personally in- 
vestigate the property and see for yourself 
how much better it is than has been described. 
Besides the Cloisters and cottages there is an 
auto camp at the Beach. The Atascadero Inn 
and an auto camp provide for your conve- 
nience at Atascadero itself.
